To say nothing 
about something is bad enough. This is 
the course adopted by that piece of barren, 
hermaphroditic independence that dwells 
over on North Main street But to say 
something about nothing; is not this an 
infinitely more d(plorable state? This is a 
trifle more hopeless than anything known 
in Bedlam.

the states. So far as its authority extends 
the general government is supreme. The 
states expect to exercise the powers which 
they retained without inteifereuce from ihe 
general government. THE KEVIEW is nol 
prepared to say that this is not the position 
of the republican party. Probably a few ol 
that party's leaders, Quay and Dudley foi 
instance, are not of that opinion. But flu- 
best men jn the republican party undoubt- 
edly hold these views.
